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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Newquay  Urban  District  for 
the  year  19&9. 

The  figures  of  births,  deaths,  infant  mortality  all  give 
cause  for  satisfaction,  births  above  the  national  average,  a  lower 
death  rate,  only  one  infant  death  and  that  due  to  congenital 
abnormalities,  giving  a  very  low  infant  mortality  rate. 

Infectious  diseases  were  of  little  significance,  except 
for  a  few  cases  of  dysentery,  fortunately  cleared  up  before  the 
seasonal  influx  began. 

The  percentage  of  illeg.' timate  births  dropped  from  the  high 
1968  figure  to  equal  the  national  average ,  The  Cornwall  County 
Council  Health  and  Welfare  Department  has  had  an  adviser  working  with 
the  young  people  who  wanted  advice,  who  had  come  here  for  work. 

Safe  catering  in  the  town  of  Newquay  is  of  vital  importance, 
both  to  the  economy  and  to  the  health  of  the  resident  community,  and 
the  thousands  of  visiters  w ho  come  in  the  season.  An  extensive 
programme  of  food  sampling  in  food  premises  throughout  the  town  was 
conducted  during  the  early  part  of  19^9  and  into  the  season.  Samples 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  not  only  of  food  but  of 
cutting  machines,  knives,  counters  etc.  The  frequent  visiting  of  the 
premises  and  the  advice  given  on  the  handling,  storage  and  care  of 
food  was  probably  the  best  health  education  exercise  possible. 

In  the  report  mention  is  made  of  the  services  provided  by 
the  local  Health  Authority,  namely  Cornwall  Cointy  Council.  A  close 
and  happy  relationship  exists  among  the  various  parts  of  the  health 
services,  nursing  and  general  practitioner  services  are  more  closely 
allied  than  heretofore,  while  the  local  hospital  gives  accommodation 
to  the  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  of  the  County  Council.  There  are 
other  examples  of  this  joint  working  on  common  problems,  e.g.  the 
tuberculosis  consultant  at  the  hospital  clinic  has  a  County  nurse 
from  my  department  working  with  him  and  acting  as  a  liason  between  the 
community  and  the  hospital  needs.

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The  main  causes  of  death,  as  one  would  expect,  are  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  cancer  of  all  kinds. 

54$  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease  and  21.6$  to 
cancers;  in  all  75.6$  of  all  deaths  being  due  to  two  causes  alone. 

There  were  11  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  compared  with  7  a 
year  ago,  and  this  also  is  in  line  with  the  national  picture  which  is 
also  rising  steadily.  Deaths  in  women  are  still  increasing  from  this 

cause.

Regular  follow-up  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  carried 
out,  and  all  contacts  checked.  Any  child  found  with  a  positive 
skin  reaction  following  a  skin  test,  who  has  not  had  previous  B.C0G0 
is  checked  to  eliminate  any  danger  of  existing  tuberculosis  in  the 
child  or  the  family.  The  mass  radiography  unit  visits  Newquay 
every  fortnight.

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary  (City) ,  Truro. 

Supplies  of  prophylactics  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  lymph 
for  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  available 
at  the  Area  Health  Office,  Moorland  Road,  St. 

Austell,  and  can  bo  obtained  by  General 
Practitioners  on  request. 

The  control  centre  for  the  Ambulance  Service  is 
at  Truro. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
namely  the  Cornwall  County  Council,  arc  usually 
referred  to  as  the  personal  services,  while  the  services 
provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  are  referred  to 
as  the  environmental  services.  The  two  together  add  up 
to  a  fairly  extensive  cover  and  quite  a  wide  measure  of 
protection  and  aid  at  vital  periods  of  life.  Since  the 
scope  of  the  personal  services  may  not  be  realised  by 
all  Councillors  the  following  list  will  be  illuminating. 
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The  County  Council  services  include  home  nursing, 
domiciliary  midwifery  and  health  visiting,  maternity  and  child 
welfare,  vaccination  and  immunisation  ,  school  health  and  child 
guidance,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  home  help, 
welfare  and  mental  welfare,  dental  cars  and  cervical  cytology. 

The  County  Council  provides  the  cost  of  certain  treatments  carried 
out  by  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

The  expansion  and  reorientation  of  the  personal  services 
to  meet  changing  circumstances  continued  during  1969. 

The  programmes  fostered  by  the  need  for  the  spread  of 
Health  education  and  arranged  with  the  aid  of  and,  in  many  cases 
at  the  instigation  of  the  Health  Education  Officer  of  the  County 
Health  Department,  have  increased  appreciably. 

The  various  service  for  the  young  and  the  school  child 
are  increasing  in  scope,  services  such  as  child  guidance,  hearing 
and  developmental  assessments.  Similarly,  services  for  the  adult 
include  relaxation  and  mother  craft  for  expectant  mothers,  cervical 
cytology  clinics  and  the  provision  of  free  family  planning  facilities 
for  certain  mothers  on  health  and  social  grounds. 

The  welfare  and  mental  welfare  services  have  expanded  and 
will  in  the  future  be  under  a  separate  head  and  form  a  separate 
department.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  future  health  and  welfare 
departments  do  not  drift  apart  in  communication  otherwise  the  only 
loser  will  be  the  patient. 


The  environmental  services  carried  out  by  the  Urban  District 
Health  Department  covers  an  important  field,  being  concerned  with  the 
houses  we  live  in,  the  premises  we  work  in,  the  water  we  drink  and  the 
food  we  cat.  All  matters  in  the  environment  likely  to  endanger  the 
health  of  the  public  are  the  business  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 
The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  part  of  the  report  has
